The headless body of a man, as 


yet unidentified, was found 
Sunday

The first telegraph line between 


Xew York City and Albany was op- 
ened 60 years ago today, Sept. ;), 
1S4C. About the same tisae a line 
was completed from Philadelphia to 
Harrisburg. The same year witness- 
ed the completion of telegraph com- 
munication between Xew York and 
Boston, Boston 
and Buffalo 
and 
Philadelphia and Xew York. On the 
latter line, however, the messages 
were carried across the Hudson river 
by boatmen. A copper wire covered 
with pitch-saturated cotton and en- 
closed in a lead pipe had been tried 
as a conductor of the current under 
the river, but proved a failure. 
It 
was not long until this difficulty was 
solved. The first telegraph line in 
America was between Baltimore and 
ATashington and "was set up in 1S44. 
In 1S47 gutta perctia was suggested 
as an insulator by Faraday, and 1S51 
•witnessed the completion of the first 
cable, linking England and France. 
The first telegraph line in the world 
was that extending along the Great 
Northern Railway, from Paddington 
to ATest Drayton, England, built in 
1S39, by Sir AVilliam F. Cooke, who. 
in 
connection with 
Sir 
Charles 


ATheatstone, had patented an electric 
needle telegraph in England in 1S37.

Efficiency in Housework 


\ HAT the housekeeping of the futnre Is going to be a vastly different 


thing from the housekeeping of the past, there Is little doubt. 
Even -where results cannot be Improved upon, the method "of get- 
ting these results will redound "to the benefit of the one who gets 


in. For-the very best brains and the very best research and knowledge 


the country has to offer are all being brought to bear upon the whole field 
cf housekeeping. Inefficient means and methods are being: weeded out. 
Hard work, is carefully studied to see how it can be lightened. In fact, 
everything, little or big, within the domain of housekeeping is coming in 
for analysis and criticism. And eo improvements are sure to arrive all 
•long the line. So important has this movement become, that a congress of 
workers and those interested is now held annually. And to show the urido 
range of inquiry, here are some of the subjects discussed at this year's 
meeting. 
, 


The laundry problem was thoroughly overhauled. Two hundred ques- 


tions "were seat to colleges, hospitals, clubs and similar institutions and 
^to certain private families and the answers keenly studied. In order to 
find what improvements could be suggested in laundry work. Incidentally 
many_ interesting side facts were evolved, one being that trained women 
as superintendents of laundries are much In demand; and another, that 
housekeepers greatly interfere with the routine of laundry work by send- 
ing their bundles late and then wanting them quickly. 


So perhaps some of the laundry deficiencies we rail about are, after 


all, our own fault. 


Another subject that was thoroughly; discussed was the relation be- 


tween the-work of the home and the architecture of the house. To lighten 
the housekeeping vrork the floor plans of many a house need changing. 
This in many cases is, of course, impossible. 
But the discussion, means 


that the houses of the future will be built-differently. The old notion that 
the kitchen must be large and commodious Is giving place to the idea oi 
condensed space in the kitchen in order to save steps. The utilization of 
the wall space is being taken into account. Even the number of doors If 
now being considered, and also the height of the sink. A uniform height 
for the sink, as has been the rale, Irrespective of the height of the worker, 
no longer holds good. The advisability of a butler's pantry Is under con- 
sideration; also some way to shorten the distance from the kitchen to the 
front door. 


In fact, every part of-the house and of the work of the home-keeper 


ta being thus minutely scrutinized. 


And to- secure the kind of help -we want In our homes, Improvements 


of this kind ?/e necessary. We cannot get energetic, efficient people to 
••work for ns, while they must work in an inefficient way. 
Offer business-

.Tames J. Hill, by his atton:evs, 
Fitzgibbon & iloatgomery. has filed 
an Injunction suit in conimo:i pleas 
court, making the board of county 
conimissioners of Licking county and 
C. L. Riley, as county auditor, the 
defendants. 
The plaintiff states that he is the 
owner of 72 acres of land in Mon- 
roe township, this county. About no 
years ago the commissioners author- 
ized the establishment of the Fio-'P- 
Xeedles ditch, together with cartain 
laterals, running through the land 
now owned by the plaintiff. T'.iis 
Bitch and the laterals draine-1 the 
plaintiff's and other land. 
The affiant states that in 1910 the 
commissioners 
ordered the ditc'i 
tiled 
and 
laterals. constructed 


^"rough the plaintiff's land and 
that of others. This -work was com- 
pleted in September. 1910, and there 
was assessed against -the land 
of 
the plaintiff the sum of. S33S.63. 
ilr. Hill contends that the ditch 
tiling was not properly done, that 
the old laterals were 
abandoned, 
and that in consequence his land and 
that of others is not properly drain- 
ed. He states that his 
holdings 
hare not been benefitted by the late 
operations, but that the land is de- 
prived of the drainage which it forr 
merlv enjoyed. 
The plaintiff complained to the 
commissioners and states that they 
replied that a. mistake 
had bet-ii 
made in the construction, but as yet 
thev have done nothing to adjust the 
assessment. He has 
been notified 
that unless the assessment is paid 
ov September 10th, ii ^r:H be certi- 
fied to the county auditor and plac- 
ed on the tax duplicate for collec- 
tion.ilr. Hill asks that an injunction 
issue restraining the commissioners 
from certifying the snm and 
the 
auditor from placing it on the tax 
duplicate. He further prays that on 
final hearing the injunction be made 
perpetual and that the_ apportion- 
ment be cancelled or correctly ad- 
justed.

We have been 


In all sorts of con- 
fusion respecting 
the 
future, 
be- 


cause we have not studied the Bible's 
testimony critically. For thirteen cen- 
turies the Bible was almost unknown. 
The bishops of the Church were erro- 
neously supposed to be successors of 
the Apostles and to speak with the 
game Divine Inspiration and authority. 
Printing was not yet invented and 
education was confined to a wealthy 
few. No wonder the inspired Mes- 
sage was lost in * mass of human 
tradition, much of which was devilish 
nonsense! We have been gradually 
progressing from darkness to light, 
though fettered by hobgoblin figures 
and each other's threats and perver- 
sions of the Divine Message. It- is 
safe to say that the Bible is being 
more critically studied today by-ear- 
nest Christians of all denominations 
than It ever was before. The result 
of this study, and the advantages of 
our time, are manifesting themselves. 
Divine harmonies are filling beads and 
hearts once distracted by clashing 
creeds- Take our 


Text as an Illustration. 


Once blindly we read this Parable of 


the Sheep and Goats and applied it to 
rewards and punishments as a result 
of things done in the present Age- 
Now we see that its proper application 
belongs altogether to the next Age of 
Messiah's 
Kingdom. - It distinctly 


states this. It Is introduced thns: 
"When the Son of Man shall come In 
His glory, and all the holy angels with 
Him. 
then, shall He sit upon the Throne 


of His glory; and before Him shall be 
gathered oil nations, and He shall sep- 
arate them one from another as the 
shepherd divideth the sheep from the 
goats." 


The Church is not included in this 


parable at all. It relates, as we see, to 
the world—"oil nations." Other Scrip- 
tures show us that when the nations 
shall thus undergo their trial for life 
or death everlasting the Church will be 
glorified. As the Bride of Christ she 
shall sit with Him in Hi* Throne and be 
associated in His work of judging the 
world. Note now clearly St. Paul ex- 
presses this, saying. "Know ye not 
that the saints shall judge the~world?' 
(I Corinthians vi. 2.) Thus It is, the 
tcorJ<Fs Judgment Day that he else- 
where mentions, saying, "God hath ap- 
pointed a Bay (future—a thousand- 
year Day—the Day of Christ), in the 
which He will judge the world In 
righteousness by that Man whom He 
bath ordained."—Acts xvil, 31- 


A right understanding of the doc- 


trine of Election helps ns gradually to 
a proper view of the Divine Program. 
The Chnrch is being selected out of 
the world according to faithfulness 
and character-development, in prepara- 
tion for great service for the non-elect 
The Messianic Kingdom, with Christ 
and the Chnrch in control as the Royal 
Priesthood. Is appointed for the very 
purpose of blessing the? non-elect 
world—"all nations." For a thousand 
years the work of bringing all to a 
knowledge of the Truth will progress. 
To this end Satan will be bound at the 
very beginning of the thousand years 
and the licht of the knowledge of the 
glory of God will fill the wrote earth 
as the waters cover the great deep. 


With all thus brought to a clear com- 


prehension of righteousness each will 
be on trial, and will either come into 
harmony witbvthe Kingdom or remain 
an alien and lover of sin. All the lat- 
ter are In the parable classed as goats 
—wayward ones—and will thus place 
themselves at the left band of the 
King—in His disfavor. 
On the con- 


trary, all who learn the ways of the 
Lord and come into accord therewith, 
are symbolically styled "sheep" In the 
parable, and by their conduct 'will 
gradually take their places at the 
King's right hand, or place of favor. 


Sheep—Goat»—fire. - 


The Parable shows the conclusion 


of the world's Jodjrraent. 
All will 


then have taken their places, either 
as sheep or as goats—either In the 
King's favnr or in His disfavor. The 
sheep class will then hear His "Well 
done." "Come, ye blessed of My Fa- 
ther. Inherit the Kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of tne 
world"—from the time the world was 
established.—Matthew xxv. 21. 23. 34. 


The world was made for mankind. 


Adam being its representative was the 


brought back to perfection by the proc- 
esses of Bestihitioa during Ue*slah'» 
reign. (Art* UL 19-21.) T« them will 
come the 4omi*io* which Adam lost 
and which Jew* refer*** at Calvary 
and which H* will fite to the worthy 
ore* at the cooxrfuskm of lite tbou- 
Mud-year reign. Next, the fate of the 
goat clasa IB stated—not In literal lan- 
guage, but *y«nboHcally. Indeed, the 
Prophet and the Apostle declared of 
Jesus that "He opened His mouth in 
parables," and that "without « para- 
ble spake lie not unto the people." 
In other words, everything that Jesus 
said to the psople in general was fig- 
urative, in order that only those of 
right condition of heart might be able 
to understand Him. 


The message of the great King to the 


goat class will be, "Depart from Me. 
ye cursed, into everlasting flre pre- 
pared for the Devil and his angels." 
(Matthew xrv, 41.V We might as well 
insist that the parable applies to literal 
goats as to claim that this penalty is 
literal fire. All who have studied the 
subject will freely admit' that -fire 
throughout the Bible Is used figurative- 
ly to represent destruction. 
Fire Is 


not used as a symbol for Adamlc death, 
the sentence upon all of the race, be- 
cause God from the beginning purposed 
the setting aside of that sentence 
through the redemptive work of Jesas 
hence Adamlc death is not destruc- 
tion, but In the Bible Is styled, sym 
bolically. -falling asleep," and resur 
rection is styled "awakening from 
sleep." 


But when picturing the

Death, the Bible uses strong terms 
representing destruction In the fulles

overlooked the plain explanation which 
Jesus gave us when He said, "the lake 
of fire, which is the Second Death." 

St. Peter, sum- 
ming up the fate of the Incorrigibly

Notice agmn the various terms used 


in respect to the Savior mnd His wortc. 
The word Sartor signifies Life-Giver. 
We would have seen the beauty of this 
If we had not been befogged as re- 
spects the penalty, death. 
Whoever 


sees that " the wages of sin is death- 
must perforce see that the great need 
of the world is a Ilfe-Giver-to rescue 
them from the death penalty by a res- 
urrection. Again, our Lord represents 
Himself as the Great Physician who is 
able not only to rescue from the tomb. 
but to heal all diseases, aU the Im- 
perfections which come to mankind as 
incidentals of the death penalty. 


Hear again Jesus' words. "He that 


hath the Son hath lift; be that hath 
not the Son AtJl mot tee life, but the 
wrath of God (as expressed in the 
death penalty) abldeth on him"— to him 
It becomes the Stcomd Death. This ex- 
plains also the meaning of Jesus' 
words. "Ye will not come unto Me that 
ye may have life." 
And again. "I am 


come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly" What can be plainer than 
that "The wages of sin Is death, but 
the gift of God Is eternal life, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord?" — Romans 
Tl. 23. * 


"Into Everlasting Punishment." 


We are asked, Does not the word 


ercrlasting. as applied to the goat class. 
signify as long a period as the same 
word applied to the sheep class? We 
reply. Most assuredly s>o. Tbe punish- 
ment of -eia Is to be everlasting, and 
the reward of righteousness is to be 
everlasting. There is no question on 
this point The question Is, What t* 
the punishment for sin? The thought- 
ess at once will say, Fire, torment, 
moke, blazes, devils with horns and 
ills and pitchforks, a la Dante's In- 
erno. 
But we ask for a Scriptural answer.

wicked, says that they-shall be destroy- 
ed like natural brute beasts. (II Peter 
ii. 12.) Only a bugaboo of eternal tor- 
ment, hundreds of years old. could have 
so alarmed us that we failed to note 
these matters long ago. 


Meanwhile, alas, while many of the 


learned have abandoned the doctrine of 
eternal torment, they have practically 
abandoned everything else in the Bible, 
because they supposed the Bible to 
teach this inconsistency. Let us not 
fc'.!ow them Into "Higher Criticism" 
infidelity and totel rejection of the In- 
spiration of God's Word, but let us 
compare Scripture with Scripture and 
use our God-given reason within the 
boundaries of God's Message. So doing 
we are seeing more and more the glor- 
ious perfection of our Father's charac- 
ter and of Hifr* Inspired Word. 


Reasoning by Contrast. 


Some shallow thinkers have been 


thrown off the track of religious inves- 
tigation, reasoning that if there is a 
heaven, there must of necessity be a 
hell of torment. 
But the contrast 


which the Bible establishes In respect 
to the sinner and the saint is life and 
death—and not heaven and hell. As a 
matter of fact the Bible nowhere 
promises heaven to any except the 
Church of the First-borns, who are 
now being called out of the world for 
association with Messiah in His King- 
dom. The world of mankind never 
lost heaven and Is nowhere promisee 
heaven. 


Adam's loss was an earthly Eden, ; 


human perfection. Jesus declares thai 
He "came to seek and to save thai 
which was lost" The work of His 
Kingdom fo^a thousand years will be 
the bringing of earth to a Paradise 
condition. And He will restore all tae 
willing and obedient of mankind to a! 
that teas lost, bringing them back 
again to the image and likeness o 
God in the flesh. Adam possessed 
these qualities when he was declared 
by his Creator "very good." and THIS 
given the dominion of earth. 


When Adam was placed on trial .la 


Eden he wa's endowed with perfection 
of life and organism as a man. God 
said not one word to him about heavei 
or hell, but did get oefore Mm life and 
death. If he would be obedient h 
should be privileged to maintain hi 
life and all his perfections and bless- 
ings everlastingly. If he would rebe 
against his Creator's laws and be dis- 
obedient thereto he should die—be cut 
off from life- He was disobedient, and 
was expelled from Eden into the ac- 
cursed, or unfit earth, where he died a 
slow death, battling with thorns and 
thistles. This has been the fate of his 
entire race—death—mental, moral and 
physical decay to completion. 
"Life or Death—Blessing or Cur»ing.* 


What does the Bible say-is t3ie punish- 
ment for sin? Nothing like Dante's 
nswer Is to be found in the Bible, 
owever much we might Imagine that 
t was printed In every page and that 
we have read it scores of times. The 
Bible is most explicit 
It declares, 


'The wages of sin Is death;" "AU the 
wicked will God destroy;" "The soul 
hat sinneth. It shall die;" "punished 
with everlasting destruction." These 
abundant and redundant 
Scriptural 


estimonies on the subject should set- 
tle the matter of future punishment to 
every reasonable mind—especially when 
liere is not a Scripture to the con- 
trary, either in the'Old or hi the New 
Testament. 


I do indeed remember certain of our 


Lord's parables-wbich. taken literally, 
might mean the literal cutting off of 
a hand or foot, the literal plucking oot 
of the eye. the biting worms possessed 
of immortality, and literal blazes un- 
quenchable. These we have already 
discussed and may yet again refer to, 
but not now. We content ourselves 
with the generally accepted and rea- 
sonable proposition that parables are 
never to be accepted as teaching doc- 
trines, but at very most as illustrating 
them. 


The Bible contains not a single sug- 


gestion of eternal torture as a penalty 
for sin. It tells of no place beyond 
the bounds of time and space where 
Dante's poern^ will find its fulfilment 
It does tell of ~a God of infinite Justice, 
Wisdomr Love and Power, whose de- 
cree is that eventually all the wicked 
shall be destroyed: that eventually 
there will not be one inharmonious 
note throughout the Universe to mar 
the glorious harmony and perfection; 
that every knee shall bow and every 
tongne confess to the glory of God 
that there shall be no more dying, cry- 
lag, sighing: that God's will shall be 
done OB earth even as it Is done in 
heaven; that eventually. "Every crea 
ture In heaven and In earth and under 
the earth shall be heard saying. Praise 
glory, dominion and might be nnto 
Him that sitteth upon.the Throne and 
onto the Lamb forever."
